FAMILY OF FIVE IN GRUDGE 


LOS 
ANGELES, Dec. 5.—(SV- 


Having confessed 
he 
killed five 


members of one family to satisfy 
an "old grudge," Armando Boltares 
24ryear-old San Fernando, Calif., 
truck driver, today was held In the 
jail for trial on a charge of mur- 
der. 


Boltares, arrested yesterday, con- 


fessed to Captain William Bright 
of the sheriffs homicide division 
that he had beaten to death with 
a club Mrs. Helena Alvarez-Gar- 
cta, her son, Charles Alvarez, 18, 
and two daughters, Carmelita, 12, 
and Ellsa, 6, and then decapitated 
their bodies and burled them in 
shallow graves in Pacolma canyon 
near Sari Fernando. 


He asserted he later traced Lu- 
ciano Garcia, • head of the family, 
to. Azusa, Calif., shot him, and 
burled 
the body on the ranch 


where he 
was 
employed as a 
Iqborer. 


Although the mother and three 


children were killed on October 9 
and the husband on October 14, 
the slayings did -not-come to light 
until 
Thanksgiving 
day, 
when 


picnickers discovered the grave of 
Charles Alvarez. 


Graves of Mrs. Garcia and the 
two girls were found next 
day, 


and Garcia's grave was discover- 
ed by hunters after police launch- 
ed a search for him on the theory 
he might have slain his wife and 
step-children. 
Boltares said the killings were 
the ^result of an old grudge. 
He 


Said Mrs. Garcia two years ago in- 
duced him to draw $1,000 from his 
bank account, and since then had 
been trying to poison him to get 
the money. He also said the wo- 
man tried to come between him 
and his sweetheart, Dolores Gui- 
chapa. 


The suspect said he killed Mrs. 
Garcia and the children after tak- 
ing' them for a ride in his truck. 
Five days later he located Garcia 
and shot him. 
He said he took 
his sweetheart to Azusa and show- 
ed her the grave where ha. had 
buried Garcia. 
Miss' Guichapa, held as a mater- 
ial witness, admitted Boltares had 
taken her to Azusa 
and pointed 


out a spot of newly spaded earth 
he .said was Garcia's grave.

What makes the difference? 
Simply neighbors. 
Natural ad- 
vanatges and transportation 
fa- 
cilities are identical: yet one kind 
of folk dominate in one commun- 
ity and another kind of folks in 
the other. Good neighbors have a 
tangible real estate value. It is 
less the kind of house In which one 
lives that counts than the kind of 
folks admidst whom one lives. I 
know a. public spirited 'man, with 
a rather wide reputation, who was 
once offered a house and lot free 
if he woald mov« into a certain 
town. 


One ancient Latin proverb says 
"It is a disaster to' live near a bad 
neighbor." 
Another old aphorism 
stresses somewhat the converse of 
this truth: "All is well with him 
who is beloved of his neighbors." 


"Neighborliness" is one of the 


fine and fundamental qualities of 
plain people. A 
London 
social 


worker offers the deliberate opin- 
ion that the money value and prac- 
tical usefulness of the neighborly 
offices extended one to another by 
London's poor ia greater in the ag- 
gregate than 
all the combined 


work of the city's organized social 
agencies. No 
welfare institution 
has ever been devised that can 
equal simple neighborllness on the 
part of good people. 


A Religion of NelghborUnes* 
What shall we say of a man who 
spends much of his time making 
speeches and attending conferences, 
In behalf of world welfare, yet 
who dumps hi* household, rubbish 
in hig 
neighbor's 
garden; 
and 


whose influence does not weigh an 
ounce in his own immediate nelgh- 
bodhood? 


It Is an acid test of character 


and religion, is this one of neigh- 
borliness. "The light that shines 
farthest shines brightest at home." 
In the Bible's definitions of Chris- 
tiantly we have "PUre religion and 
undeflled 
before 
God and 
the 
Father is this, to visit the father- 
less and widows In their affliction, 
and to keep 
himself unspotted 
from the world." "Love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself," was Christ's defi- 
nition of the second greatest com- 
mandment. 


Recently there died In BIngham- 
ton, N. Y., a physician, Dr. John S. 
Kelley. He was a general prac- 
tlcioner, 
and 
he sometimes la- 


mented to his family that he had 
not made money. But for his fun- 
eral the public schools and the 
parochial schools of the city closed 
down, and the great First Congre- 
gational church was crowded with 
people of high and 
low degree, 


while the 
chancel was 
banked 


with flowers. Dr. Kelley had such 
a funeral as a million dollars coulc\ 
not buy—because he had been a 
good neighbor, and a ministering 
friend to multitudes of men, wo- 
men and children.

leaders prepared to expedite work 
in the hope._pf sending the resolu- 
tion calling for a 1 per cent cut In 
the income rates for individuals 
and corporations to the senate be- 
fore adjournment. 


A few minutes before the house 
got to work, its ways and means 
committee submitted a formal re- 
port urging quick approval of^the 
measure. Only one mamber of the 
committee, Ramseyer, Republican 
from Iowa, dissented. 
The majority report, drafted by 
Chairman Hawley, held the condi- 
tion of the treasury at the present 
could stand a reduction of $160,000,- 
000 as proposed by ihs administra- 
tion and the committee was of the 
opinion this cut should be passed 
to the. tax payers. 


Says Not Warranted. 
Ramseysr argued a reduction In 
revenue was not warranted and In- 
sisted that If some taxes were bur- 
densome and unjust the situation 
should be met by "readjustment of 
the tax burden but in a way not to 
reduce" the treasury revenue. 
The house began 
consideration 
without setting a time for expira- 
tion of debate but it was agree'd 
that Ramseyer should have oppor- 
tunity to present his views from 
the floor.
